This is in response to the Office Action mailed April 8, 2002, and having a period for 
response set to expire on July 8, 2002. Reconsideration of the claims is respectfully requested. 
The following remarks are respectfully submitted. 



Claims 1-3, 19, 23 and 24 are pending in the application and all claims stand rejected. 

The 35 U.S.C. 5103(a) Rejection 

At page 2 of the Office Action, claims 1-3, 19, 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§1 03(a) as being unpatentable over the Admitted Prior Art, as disclosed on pages 1 and 2 of 
the specification and FIG. 1 of the drawings, in view of U.S. Patent 5,959,946 to Tognazzini. 
This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Regarding claims 1 , 3 and 19, the Examiner admits that the Admitted Prior Art does not 
disclose [a disc] having [an] ID information in a predetermined area indicating the type that the 
disc is. The Examiner refers specifically to a portion of col. 6, lines 33-38 of Tognazzini as 
disclosing a type of hybrid disc wherein there is an area where information indicating the type of 
disc to be played is contained in a special area. The portion cited by the Examiner reads as
